Monethsonly. 

Secondly, Wearetohaveaffiftancefromhis 
Forces, againft all Chrifiian Enemies, who fliall 
attempt any thing upon Tangier. 

Thirdly, We are to have all Provifions out of 
his Gountryes, Wood, Sec 

Fourthly, We have no guards impofed on us 
by Cayland, which was a great incumbrance to the 
Garrifon, and for which my Lord tiveot pay'd 
500/. per annum, to maintain the faid guard. 

Fifthly, Wc have Stones for the carrying on 
the Mold i We pay the fame quantity ot Powder 
annually, as my Lord Tiveot did i and have ground
